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Earing the investigation conducted by EEESTER and 
ROBERTS, information was received that one BILL DD1F, a Scotsman, 
who was at one tiae employed by WALKER or WALKER'S staff, bad 
allegedly remarked he was the person who hpd'Bbot at WALKER , 
KESSTEft and ROBERTS c-acIs contact with B'L^l'LUiK without disvl-’ i- 
leg their true identity or capacity as private detectives, and 
offered DUfT $5,600.00 to shoot WAIJEER.

WAITS stated he has read in the public press that 
LEE HARVEY OSWALD’S wife has reportedly stated OSWALD was the 
person who had shot at WALKER and, therefore, he considers there 
is passlbly some connection between BILL BCFF and LEE HARVEY
